Through the ordeal Davidson never 
lost the self-control ho had displayed 
since his arrest. 
On the march from 
the court house to the gallows the 
officers 
and 
the 
condemned man 
were surrounded 
by 
hundreds 
of 
struggling men and women, who fair­ 
ly fought for a glimpse of the prison­ 
er. 
Davidson walked without assist- 
j alice, while the officers fought off the 
crowd. 
On the arrival at the scaffold, he 
was met within the inclosure by min­ 
isters who 
offered 
prayer. 
When 
the young man calmly mounted the 
stairs leading to the platform, the 
crowd pressed against the inclosure 
so closely that it was in clanger of 
being wrecker. 
Deputies had to draw 
revolvers to keep back the crowd. 
After the execution the rope used in 
the hanging was cut into bits and 
scattered through the crowd as sou­ 
venirs. 
Officials estimate that 
2,000 per­ 
sons witnessed the execution.
